DX Dope

I hope all have recuperated from Field Day by now. Congrats to the 20M CW team (WK2G and 
WA2DUV) for their top score performance and thanks to Bob, KR2U, for keeping us all well 
fed. Thanks to Ray, WB2NBJ, for the smooth purring generator performance. Also thanks to 
Gene, AA2YO, and Wayne, WA2LET for making the 40M CW beam come alive. 


Well, the summer doldrums have arrived and this means generally poorer DX conditions, 
shorter skip conditions on 10M and high QRN levels on the lower bands. In addition, the sun- 
spot cycle is now (finally) on the down slope with SFI numbers typically in the 130-170 range. 
Apparently, the rare “double-hump” finally has come to an unwelcome end. Word to the wise: 
there is still time to work plenty of 1OM DX, however, the time string is coming to the end! 
There should be at least one more year of good (not great) 1OM DX before the 3-4 year hiatus 
arrives. The major DXpeditions normally slow down over the summer, however, the up-coming 
Azores and St. Paul operations seem to be fairly substantial. Also note that Chris, YA/GOTQJ, 
is now very active on SSB from Afghanistan and will be there until the end of July. Here is 
your chance to work YA without having to copy CW at 30+ wpm (Hi). Also, good news from 
N. Korea where Ed, P5/4L4FN, has made application for RTTY written permission. Could CW 
be next? Well, let’s see what is hot for this month.

FCC Invites Public Comments on New Amateur Band Pro- 
posals 


Public comments on FCC proposals to create two new amateur bands and to upgrade an Ama- 
teur Service allocation at 2.4 GHz to primary are due July 29, and reply comments are due by 
August 12. The FCC last month released a Notice of Proposed Rule Making that proposed to 
create a new 5-MHz HF allocation and a new low-frequency band in the vicinity of 136 kHz in 
addition to elevating amateurs from secondary to primary at 2400 to 2402 MHz. 


The FCC adopted the NPRM May 2 on a unanimous vote. A copy of the petition is available 
on the ARRL Web site, http://www.arrl.org/announce/regulatory/et02-98/. Interested parties 
may file comments via the FCC's Electronic Comment Filing System (ECFS), http://www.fcc. 
gov/e-file/ecfs.html. To view filed comments, click on "Search for Filed Comments;" to file a 
comment, click on "Submit a filing.” In either case, enter "02-98" in the "Proceeding" field. 
More than 130 parties--most of them individual amateurs—already have filed comments. 


The FCC has recommended permitting amateurs to operate at full legal limit on a new 5-MHz 
allocation, but it left open for further discussion whether to restrict band access to certain li- 
cense classes. The FCC also has invited further comment on whether the band should be bro- 
ken down into mode-specific sub bands. 


On 136 kHz, the FCC has proposed limiting output to 1 W effective isotropic radiated power 
(EIRP)--or 100 W PEP maximum transmitter output--and with a transmission bandwidth of 
only 100 Hz. The ARRL had asked for 2 W EIRP and a maximum transmitter power of 200 W 
PEP. The FCC has asked whether its proposed power limits are appropriate. The FCC pro- 
posed to limit access to the band to General and higher-class licensees.
